career at the Afiami News in 1947, and 
joined the staff of the Atami Herald in 
1948. Ile served as Washington correspon- 


dent for the Herald from 1956 wntil 1963. 
- He joined the Washington staff of the Los 


Angeles Times in 1963, and beeame bu- 
reau chief for the Times in 1970. He 
joined the Washington Star-News in 1972. 

Kraslow is the recipient of the George 
Polk Award, the Raymond Clapper award 
and the Dumont award, all in 1969, with 
Stuart H. Loory, for reporting on secret 
Vietnam peace negotiations during the 
Johnson administration. A graduate of the 
University of Miami, he was a Nieman 
Journalis sm fellow at Harvard University 
in 1961-62. 


Cox papers served by the bureau will 


include the Atlanta Journal, the Atlanta 
Constitution, the Miami News, the Dayton 
Daily News, the Dayton Journal Merald, 
the West Palm Beach Post, the West 
Palm Beach Times, the Springsield News 
and the Springfield Sun. 

Kraslow will join Cox newspapers in 
mid-March. 
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
